Bu t she adv ised phy sicians to 
w ait u ntil after the child is born 
before withdrawing the m other 
from dru gs. Otherwise, the irr 
fan! goes throu gh w ithdraw al in 
the u teru s and m ay die there.

CHICAGO (AP) - A Philadel­ 
phia doctor has cautioned physi­ 
cians that many drugs given to 
pregnant 
women 
may 
affect 
their unborn babies—often ad- 
versly. 
The drug may remain in the 
circulatory system of the fetus 
—the developing child—longer 
than in the mother and produce 
| harmful side effects, Dr. Maiy 
Louis Soentgen told a session of 
the American Medical Associa­ 
tion convention, 
which 
ended 
Thursday. 
Dr. Soentgen is associite pro­ 
fessor of pediatrics and obste­ 
trics-gynecology at Thomas Jef­ 
ferson University. 
It was once considered that 
tile placenta, which connects the 
fetus with tile mother, served as 
a protective barrier and prev­ 
ented maternal medication from 
reaching the fetus. 
Dr. Soentgen said it is now 
realized that not only does the 
original drug pass through the 
placental barrier but so do com­ 
pounds 
resulting 
from 
the 
breakdown of the drug in the 
maternal kidney or liver. 
“ Unexpected effects have pro­ 
duced tragic results on the de­ 
veloping fetus,” Dr. Soentgen 
said. 
Drugs taken by the mother 
early in pregnancy m ay pro­ 
duce death or malformations, 
she said. Later in pregnancy, 
she said, maternal medication 
may cause either growth re tar­ 
dation or illness in the unborn 
child. 
She pointed out that the un­ 
born child of a mother who is 
addicted to unprescribed drugs 
such as heroin may aso become 
addicted and die if not carried 
through |Kist birth withdrawal 
—a gradual tapering off of the 
drug. 
But she advised physicians to 
wait until after the child is bom 
before withdrawing the mother 
from drugs. Otherwise, the inr 
faut goes through withdrawal in 
the uterus and may die th*"re. 
Dr. Soentgen said various m a­ 
ternal medications may cause a 
miscarriage, produce masculine 
traits in a female fetus, cause 
cleft palate, interfere with bone 
development, bring about deaf­ 
ness, or produce fetal bleeding 
and death.

U.S. Proposals; 


Tel Aviv Cool

Israel and Syria slugged each 
other un the ground and in the 
air today for the third .straight 
day. Tel Aviv claimed that an 
Israeli 
armored 
force 
seized 
Syrian military positions on the 
central sector of the 56-rn lie 
frontier. 
Syria claimed that it downed 
six Israeli jets in the swirling 
conflict. The 
Israelis claimed 
two Syrian MIG21s. T e la v iv ad 
nutted the loss of one jet and 
said the pilot parachuted 
into 
Syrian territory. 
It marked the first tuns since 
the 1967 Middle East war that 
Israeli armor has been reported 
moving onto Syrian soil. The po­ 
sitions attacked faced Ha fid on 
the Golan Heights. 
A communique issued by the 
military command in Tel Aviv 
said that the Israeli force “ sup­ 
ported by artillery and aircraft 
attacked and seized control of 
enemy positions at noon today.” 
Israeli jets attacked Syrian 
arm y camps near Damascus for 
the second day in succession, 
and large-scale dogfights raged 
through the Syrian skies. Then 
Syria 
announced 
that 
Israeli 
tanks had crossed the cease fire 
line on the Golan Heights. 
“ Violent 
fighting 
along

continuing.” 
said Damascus Radio shortly 
after 
noon. 
“ The

against our positions, and our 
forces are engaging them .” 
Syrian antiaircraft fire tore a 
three-foot hole in the w ing of an 
Italian DC8 jetliner as it flew 
31.(KH) feet over Damascus, but 
the plane made a safe landing 
in Beirut and none of the 104 
persons aboard was hurt. The 
Syrian hit. believed to be a mis­ 
sile. punctured a fuel tank con­ 
taining more than IOO tons of 
aviation kerosene and knocked 
out the two port engines. Meni 
hers of the crew said it was a 
“ miracle” they were able to 
reach the Lebanese capital, 
Egyptian 
President 
Carnal 
Abdel Nasser meanwhile reject­ 
ed the new U.S. plan for Middle 
East peace, charging it would 
leave Israel in possession of the 
Golan Heights territory which it 
seized from Syria in the 1967 
war.

American proposal, 
but 
tile 
semiofficial Jerusalem newspa­ 
per Davar called it "a bad plan 
which can lead not to a perm a­

Syria said 40 of its M ids rose 
to battle the Israeli air force, 
the largest number of intercep­ 
tors the Syrians have admitted 
sending up in a single engage­ 
ment since the 1967 war.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate has approved a $4.75 btl* 
lion education money bill that is 
nearly $800 million more than 
President Nixon requested but 
includes the initial funds wanted 
by the White House for aiding 
desegregating schools. 
The bill was passed 74 to 4 
early today, capping a long ses­ 
sion that didn't end until after 
midnight in the second half of a 
two-session 
day 
designed 
to 
clear a work load backed up by 
the debate over Cambodia. 
The final approval came after 
the Senate passed 70 to 18 an 
am endm ent to provide $150 mil­ 
lion as the first installment of 


the $1.5 billion Nixon wants to 
help Southern school districts in 
their desegregation efforts. 
Inclusion of the $150 million 
made the possibility of a Nixon 
veto uncertain. He rejected a 
similar bill earlier this year be­ 
cause 
the 
appropriation 
was 
more than he asked, and some 
R e p u b l i c a n s had warned 
against a veto this time lf the 
total went far alane Nixon’s re­ 
quest. 
But because a share of the ov­ 
erage is due to the $150 million 
and 
because 
Nixon 
has 
ex­ 
pressed strong desire for the aid 
money, it is hoped he will sign 
the measure.

NEW YORK (AP) — While 
most mu tu al fu nds have done 
qu ite poorly this year, a notice­ 
ab le exception emerges from a 
stu dy 
of 
the 
performance 
charts: A good many income 
fu nds are doing decidedly b etter 
than the averages. 
Not that this is any great ac­ 
complishment. b u t it does stand 
ou t in an indu stry which lost 
25.5 per cent of its assets from 
Jan. 1 to Ju ne U, compared 
with a decline in the Dow Jones 
Indu strial Average of only 16.9 
per cent. 
Even more interesting is the 
way in which some fu nds ac­ 
complished 
their 
feat: 
They 
simply got ou t of the stock m ar­ 
ket and pu t their money into 
b onds, 
commercial 
paper, 
short-term 
government 
notes 
and cash. 
Of the lop 25 performance 
leaders in the Ju ne 11 compila­ 
tion b y the Arthu r U pper Corp., 
15 fu nds emphasized income as 
opposed to growth, specu lation 
of simply conservation of capi­ 
tal. Another fou r were comb ined 
growtlrincome fu nds. 
Three 
fu nds—Keystone 
BT, 
Keystone B-2 and Investors Se­ 
lective—actu ally increased their 
asset valu e per share, althou gh 
only slightly. In addition, they 
yielded their owners from 5.8 
per cent to 7 per cent in divi­ 
dends. 
Performance 
fu nds, 
which 
seek great growth of capital, 
were at the opposite end of the 
scale du ring the sharp decline 
in stock prices. Upper lists 15 of 
them as having lost more than 
50 per cent of valu e since Jan. 1. 
Why shou ld the performance 
fu nds, which retu rned glamor­ 
ou s profits du ring the rising 
b tock market of the 1960s, fail so 
miserab ly in 1970? Apparently 
b ecau se they are simply com- 
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mitted to stocks as a way of Life. 
The income fu nds, however, 
seemingly 
can 
b etter 
grasp 
short term trends. Their philo­ 
sophy perm its them to invest in 
stocks w-hen the stock m arket is 
sou nd: or in other secu rities, if 
they are temporarily n ore at­ 
tractive. 
Magna Income Tru st, a small 
fu nd which ranked 19th in the 
Lipper list of 461, provides an il­ 
lu stration 
of the 
maneu vers 
u sed b y the income fu nds. 
On Jan. 22 the fu nd held more 
than 50 per cent of its assets in 
common stocks and only 1 per 


cent in cash. One week later it 
had increased its cash position 
to 24 per cent and redu ced com­ 
mon stocks to 37 percent. 
By April 11 only 11 per cent of 
assets were in common stocks, 
and 81 per cent was in b onds, 
short-term 
notes 
and 
cash. 
Since then it has increased its 
stock position, b u t only to 14 per 
cent. 
Most income fu nds are qu ite 
small, which permits more ma­ 
neu verab ility than some of the 
performance fu nds, which grew 
du ring the 1960s to dinosau ric 
proportions.

The American Civil Liberties Union’s 
flirtation with a laissez-faire policy 
toward the use of drugs has now led 
it, inevitably, to the ultimate inanity 
— a pontification by its biennial con­ 
ference that an individual has the right 
to use his own body as he wishes and 
that this right includes the use and 
possession of narcotic.

when stores are closed—is the 
most 
persistent 
problem,

cording to Floyd C. Moon, de­ 
puty director of tile Ohio De­ 
partment of liquor control. 
He said the practice is con­ 
centrated in highly populated 
urban areas.

A new book recently added 
to the collection of Pickaway 
County District Public Library 
should attract many readers. It 
is “Joys and Sorrows: Reflec­ 
tions” by Pablo Casals, as told 
to Albert E. Kahn. Most “As 
Told To” biographies give a 
clouded picture of the man who 
is supposedly the author, but 
this is not true of “Joys and 
Sorrows” . One readily believes 
that, as Mr. Kahn states in his 
preface. There is, 
moreover, 
such 
color 
and 
cadence 
to 
Casals’ own words, so natural 
a poetry in his personal rem ­ 
iniscences and reflections, that 
his voice seems wedded irrevo­ 
cably to the telling of history. 
The book will be of interest 
to 
musicians, 
since 
Casals 
during his long years of con­ 
certizing 
—years which began 
around the turn of the century 
— has been an intimate asso­ 
ciate and friend of almost all 
of the musicians who made mu­ 
sical history during thes * dec­ 
ades. But “Joys and Sorrows” 
Is much more than a book about 
music written by a great cellist. 
It is above all the enunciation 
of the principles of a man who 
has given most of his money 
and much of his life towards 
fighting oppression, helping the 
downtrodden and opposing the 
horror of war. His account cf 
the events leading up to and 
during the Spanish Civil War 
burns with convictions he fought 
to support. 
Indeed, Pablo Casals has led 
many lives. Born in poverty, 
he acquired great wealth most 
of which he has given away 
At home in the palaces of Span 
ish and Belgian royalty, his 
most passionate admirers and 
closest friends have been the 
men associated with him in 
making music or the poorest 
peasants of Catalonia and the 
working men of Barcelona. A 
fervent patriot with the greatest 
love for his native Spain, he 
has been in self-imposeJ exile 
from the country since he aban­ 
doned his estates there during 
the Spanish Civil War. 
The 
opening 
paragraon 
of 
“Joys and Sorrows” reveals the 
essence 
of 
this 
remarkable 
man. “On my last birthday I 
was ninety-three years old. That 
is not young, of course. In fact, 
rt is older than ninety. But age 
is a relative matter. If you con­ 
tinue to work, and to observe 
the beauty in the world about 


you, yow find that age does not 
necessarily mean getting old. At 
least not in the ordinary sense. 
I feel many things more in­ 
tensely than ever before, and 
for me life grows more fasci­ 
nating.” Pablo Casals demon­ 
strated this conviction when at 
eighty-five, stricken with a seri­ 
ous heart attack on the eve of 
the first Puerto Rico Festival, 
he fought his way back to a 
schedule of daily work impos­ 
sible for many men thirty years 
his junior in age; and he again 
demonstrated it when, nearing 
ninety, he embarked on a per­ 
sonal peace crusade, taking his 
music to a score of lands.

and 
sounding devices to locate the 
herds, the whaling fleets come 
under the commission’s regula­ 
tions governing time of year, 
number and size of the catch. 
Nearly 2 million whales have 
been slaughtered since 1900. 
Many species are near extinc­ 
tion. The blue whale, the largest 
of all creatures, was the worst 
sufferer. From 1948 to 1965, the 
catch dropped from 6,908 to a 
single one. It is doubtful wheth­ 
er more than 1,000 survive. 
One problem of the whale pop­ 
ulation is that the whale fields 
cover 
vast 
stretches 
of 
the 
ocean thus the whales mate only 
at two or three-year intervals. 


Dr. Colin Holloway, an inter­ 
national 
conservancy 
expert, 
noted that the quota set for last 
year had not been reached by 
the whaling fleets.
